The General p.tacion on 
Bill Passed. 


Gov. Markham’s Message Announcing 
Senator Hearst’s Death. 


Hydraulic Miners Win an Important 
Victory Over Farmers. 

The Apportionment Bill Comes 
Up Again—Various Measures 
Passed=Proceedings in 
Senate and Assembly. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SACRAMENTO, March 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The return of Speaker 
Coombs to the Assembly this morning, 
after his illness of « week, was rocog- 
nized by his GOlleagues in a proper 
manner. After Mr. Coombs had ex- 
pressed his thanks the General Appro- 
priation Bill was passed. The total is 
$4,209,927 or $184,415 less than the gen- 
eral appropriation of two years ago. 
The bill was transmitted to the Senate 
at once. 

Mr. Marion of Los Angeles tried to 
obtain a reconsideration of tlie Vote 
by which the bill making the office of 
State Printer e@leclive, was pussed.

representative he was honest, faithful and 
intelligent, and be was highly respected by 
his colleagues in the Senate of the United 


States,

ALILA TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Two of Them Believed to Be 
in Jail 


THE THIRD MAN IS MISSING. 


He Is Believed to Ba In This City un= 
der Medical Treatment for + 
His Wound-Significant 
Incidents, 


~ It is now believed that two of the Alila 
train robbers are in custody, and that the 
third member of the gang is somewhere in 
or about Los Angeles. 

‘This was the rumor that was current yes- 


 terday, and there seems but little doubt that 


it is true. Capt. lL. N. Lees, chief of the 
San Francisco detective force, is in this city, 
and with the aid of Detective Len Harris 
of the Sonthern Pacific bureau, and a third 
party, who arrived in the city Saturday 
morning, a thorough search is being made, 
the object being to jail the last member of 
the daring trio who, in the early part of 
last month, held up the south-bound South- 
ern Pacific overland at Alila, Tulare county. 

From the best of authority a representa- 
tive of Tum Timms yesterday learned that 
about two weeks ago a man, who has been 
employed on aranch near Tulare, was ar- 
rested on suspicion of being one of the rob- 
bers. ‘The detectives, by working on the 
clews they bad obtained, secured what the 
deemed to be positive and convincing ove 
dence against this party. 

After he had been arrested and jailed he 
was confronted with the charge and the 
substantiation the officers had piled up. 
It is said that at this the man weakened 
and gave to the detectives information upon 
which they have since beén working to 
efiect the capture of the other two high- 
waymenp 

A few days ago the Sheriff of San Luis 
Obispo county arrested an individual who 
is supposed to be the second man of the 
gang. He is now in jail at San Luis 

spo. 

Upon the persons of both these men who 
have been arrested wire nippers were 
found. These were used by them, so it is 
thought, to cut wire fences which abounded 
in the country that the robbers were forced 
to fly through after they left the train. By 
cutting fences they were able to make 
ca cuts across the couutry to the moun- 

ns. 

Two pairs of spurs were also found with 
the men. Theso spurs, as well as the nip- 
pers, were sold in Tulare. The merchant 
who sold them has been found. He identi- 
fies his goods and also identifies the men 
arrested as the parties to whom he sold 


them. 

‘rhe horses and saddles the men had have 
been identified by various people who saw 
the men as they were riding from the rail- 
road to the mountains. The ownership has 
been traced down, and is conuected closely 
with the thieves. 

The third man is supposed to be wounded. 


Express Messenger Haswell claims that he | 


shot him in the shoulder. It is thonght 
that he is in this city for medical treatment. 

Detective Len Harris has been here for 
about ten days, and although he denies it, 
itis known thathe has been working 0 
thiscase, and endeavoring to locate the 
third man. 

He has bad scveral interviews at the 
County Jail with a prisoner who'is confined 
there and who is well acquainted with the 
country in and about Alila and Tulare. 
Theo results of these consultations have been 
satisfactory to Mr. Harris, but what the 
prisoner disclosed is not known. 

Saturday morning a keen-looking indl- 
vidual arrived in the city. He had been 
blockaded at Mojave for several days. He 
was a Southern Pacific detective. ‘The pur- 
pose of his visit to the city was to assist ino 
running down Number Three. 

Sunday, that shrewd thief-taker and 
Vidoeq of the Pacific Coast. Capt. Utes, ar- 
rived here to assist in the work of taking in 
the last of the trio. Capt. Lees held sey- 
eral consultations with Chief Glass yester- 
day, and also with other local officers. What 
transpired is not known. 

The faet that all three of these detectives 
are here in the city tends to give further 
credence to the theory that No. Three must 
be somewhere in this vicinity. 

A clew was found a few days ago which 
it was thought would pan out rich. A 
party who was wounded in the shoulder 
and who was receiving medical treatment 
at a house in the southern part of the city 
was suspicioned. He been watched for 
several days. Last evening a TIMES re- 
porter visited the house and settled the 
question as to the identity of this wounded 
man. Heisnotone of the robbers. The 
wound in his shoulder is of three months 
I j aod the participant in the Alila 
affair, if shot at ail, would only have a 
wound of about a month’s standing. So 
the man suspicioned is all right and the 
officers will have to look elsewhere. 

‘The hold-up of the trains at Alila by three 
masked men, in the early partof February 
last, was a daring job. After securing the 
engineer and fireman, about 7:30 in the 
evening, the train was enpee, The engi- 
neer was guarded and the fireman was 
taken back tothe express car. The mes- 
senger, one Haswell, waserdered to open 
up his car. Instead of doing so, he closed 
the door to his car and opened fire on the 
robbers. ‘The fireman was killed by one of 
the robbers, who was covering him with his 
revolver. 

The robbers became frightened and, 
mounting their horses, they fled without 
any booty. Pursuit was organized, ana for 
over three weeks now it has been steadily 
keptup. The railroad company offers a re- 
ward of $15,000, $5000 for each of the men 
if they are captured. The best detective 
talentin the West is engaged in an en- 
deavor to run the men down. 

All of the officers have been working 
very quietly. ‘hey have been endeavoring 
to cover up their tracks as faras possible, 
but the above facts have been gleaned from 
a positively reliable source, 

rhe officers claim that thetwo men ar- 
rested are unquestionably two of the Alila 
gang. Abouttheir identification they as- 
sert there is notthe slightest doubt. This 
statement, of course, they will not make to 


| every one, but it is whatthey tellon the 


quiet to brother officers. 

Further developments will be awaited 
with interest. If the two man now in quod 
prove to be the Alila robbers, the effect of 
the captures will be to discourage train rob- 
bing in Tulare county. The industry has 
grown apace there under favorabie circum- 
stances. 

But in times past the detectives have 
made mistakes and arrested the wrong 
parties.

| WAGNER’S DIAMONDS. 


PETITION TO PAY THE CHINAMAN 
THE REWARD. 


A Lengthy Document Filed With the 
Council Yesterday by J, 
Marion Brooks—The | 
Alleged Facts. 


J. Marion Brooks, that eminent local 
Democratic barrister, will endeavor to re- 
cover tor Ah Hook, the Chinaman who 
found the Wagner diamonds, the $500 which 
Mr. Wagner paid to the Chief of Police for 
their recovery, and which sum the Chief 
turned in to the reward and charity fund 
created by the Police Commissioners. 

Yesterday Mr. Brooks filed the following 
petition in behalf of Ah Hook with the 
City Council, asking that the money be paid 
to him, which was referred to the Finance 
Committee: 

THE PETITION. 

To the Honorable Councilof the City of 
Los Angeles—GENTLEMEN: The under- 
signed petitioner respectfully represents to 
your Honorable Body, the following, to-wit: 

First—'Tbat on of about the——day of-—— 
1891, as your petitioner is informed and be- 
lieves, one L. M. Wagner, a jeweler of this 
city, doing business as such, did lose in a 
leather pocket book, a lot of diamonds, al- 
leged to be of the value of about $12,500, 
and thereupon and thereafter the said Wag- 
ner did insert an advertisemeut in some of 
the daily newspapers of this city, offering a 
reward of $500 for the discovery and return 
of said diamonds, 

cond. That your petitioner, on or about 


the -—— day of While em- 
ployed in his usual employ- 
ment and vocation, to wit: vegetable 


peddler, and while so engaged, was at or 
near the neighborhood of Ellendale Park, 
this city, delivering vegetables to customers 
residing thereat, he saw, lying on the pub- 
lic street, a leather pocketbook half opened, 
whereupon your petitioner stopped and 
picked it up, and carried it with him to his 
place of residence, and upon investigation 
of its contents, your petitioner found what 
he at that time thought were worthless 
pieces of brokeu glass of no value whatso- 
ever, and threw them aside as something not 
worth bothering about.

Doyle for sixty days further time to com- 
plete the central intercepting sewer was 
allowed. O. C. Moore’s petition, asking for 
the construction of a sewer under the Vroo- 
man Act, was granted. ‘The request of the 
Street Superintendent to construct two 
manholes on Seventh street, between Main 
and Flower streets, was allowed. 

The report of the Zanja Committee, on 
the petition of Childs and Hellman, to lay 
pive near the corner of San Pedro and 
fourteenth streets, at their own expense, 
was read. It was favorable to the peti- 
tioners, 

‘lhe report caused considerable adverse 
comment. Councilman McGarry was op- 
posed to granting the petition. It would 
cost the city considerable to pipe the water 
to the corner of the Childs and Hellman 
tract, said Councilman McGarry, and he 
thought that this expense was what the city 
should not bear.

To the Honorable City Council of Los 
Angeles; submit herewith an act of the 
Legislature, which has been approved by 
the Governor, a means of obtain- 
ing a certified copy of the county assess- 
ment roll for use by cities, providing cities 
desiring the same shal! “make a written re- 

uest for the same on or before the first 
onday in March ef each year.’’ 1 aiso 
submit a telegram from Senator Carpenter, 
in which he states that demand must be 
made on the supervisors for a certified copy, 
but asthe bill which is attached was the 
only bill on the subject, and which was 
sent to the Senate on the 13th of February, 
in the shape in which 1 enclose it, and 
could not have been amended in the Senate, 
reguiring demand to be served on the super- 
visors, without having been returned to the 
As;embly for concurrence in the amend- 
ment, and if it had been 80 returned to the 
Assembly it could. not have reached the 
Governor for his approval by this time, 
but 1 would suggest, however, as to- 
day is the last day in which this demand 
can be made that demand be made in du- 
plicate and served one on the Assessor and 
one on the Board of Supervisors, as sug- 
gested in the telegram of Senator Car- 
penter,. It might be impracticabie to avail 
ourselves ofthe provisions of this act at 
this time, owing to the provisions of our 
charter, which provides for making out the 
assessment roll by our City Assessor, nor 
does itappearso far as this bill is con- 
cerned whether the necessary amendments 
to the code are made whereby the certified 
copy of the city part of the county assess- 
ment roll shali be the assessment roll of 
city. 

l submit this matter today, as it its the 
last day whereby we may avail ourse!ves of 
the provisions of this act. After the ad- 
journment of the Legislature, and we find 
thatthe necessary provisions have been 
made, we will have done that which will 
enable us to take advantage of the pro- 
visions of the bill. The cost of making ‘ent 
the assessment roll tor the city has always 
constituted a large part ot the expense of 
the city government, andif by any meaus 
we can avoid the same, lot us do it,

THE MESSAGE DISCUSSED. 

City Attorney. McFarland stated that he 
did not see how the bill as passed would 
help the city, at least for the present year. 

Assessor Hinton also appeared before the 
Council and briefly outlined his views oa 
the matter. Hesaid that a great deal of 
talk was goiog on about assessments, much 
of which was unnecessary. The trouble 
heretofore in making assessments has been 
the lack of a apparatus. He had pro- 
vided proper field notes and maps, and 
when they were compieted the whole work 
could be done in the office with two or three 
men, Mr. Hinton briefly pointed out the 
inconveniences of working under the 
county assessment list, as maps would have 
to be provided and kept up to date, and 
there would be endless annoyance in the 
matter of the collection of personal 
property tax, as the Assessor would bave to 
bave evidence ef the posséssion of real- 
estate. 

Mayor Hazard was sent for, and explained 
the message. He said he did not know that 
the city could take advantage of the law, 
and from a basty examination he could not 
say whetber or not it would be advisabie, as 
the law was very crude. He had werely 
suggested that a demand be made, because 
it had to be done immediately, or it could 
not be done atall. lt was morein the na- 
ture of a precautionary measure; he would 
advise the city to make the demand, soas 
to keep in the law, and the ¢ity could then 
use the assessmentor not as the Council 
saw fit. 

There was some further general discus- 
sion, after which, while the City Attorney 
was drawing up the demand, the Building 
Committee presented a report recommend- 
ing that the repairs on the City Hall be 
made, and the bid of A, B. Phelps of $155 
accepted, which report was unanimously 
adopted. 

TROUBLE ABOUT SEWERS. 

The Superintendent of Streets presented 
areportcailing attention to the fact that 
his department is haying considerable trou- 
ble with the sewers, and asking *“‘the Coun- 
cil to devise some means by which the city 
may be able todispose of the sewage by 
an outfall or some other manner; and also 
devise some means for relieving the 
Seventh street sewer.” Referred to the 
Sewer Committee. | 

The City Attorney then presented a de- 
mand on the supervisors for the county as- 
sessmentrolls, which was adopted on mo- 
tion of Councilman Knhodes, it being under- 
stood that no expense should be incurred 
without further action on the part of the 
Council, in case it was decided to take ad- 
vantage of the law. 

Considerable discussion took place over a 
bill now pend:ng before the Legislature in 
regard toa biil consolidating the county 
and city assessments, after whieh the Mayor 
was instructed to telegraph Senator Car- 
penter to have Los Angeles included in the 
provisions. 

The Health Officer presented a report in 
the matter of the Philadelphia brewery sewer 
and recommended certain changes, etc., 
absolutely necessary as a sanitary measure, 
which report was adopted, after some 
amendment and discussion. Another rec- 
ommendation in regard to sewers went to 
the Sewer Committee. The recommenda- 
tion ordering the street-car company to pave 

son Second street, between Main and 
Los Angeles, was adopted. 8%, 

‘The City Encineer presented an ordin- 
ance of intention for the improvement of 
Georgia street, between Santa I*é Depot and 
Secend street, which was adopted under 
suspension ofthe rules. Another ordinance 
of intention forthe grading of certain por- 
tions of West First street was also passed.

Couneiiman McGarry moved that the 
City Engineer be instructed to prepare such 
maps es are absolutely necessary for his 
work.

Councilman Rees moved that sprinklin 
carts only run half aday ou Saturdays ond 
Sundays.

LINE IN THE SQLEDAD CANON. 


Tracks and Bridgesin All Directions 
Getting Into Shape-To El 
Paso by Saturday-—Per- 
sonal Mention. 


By degrees the railroads are getting into 
shape again, and before long traffic will run 
in its accustomed chantiels. Last night the 
Southern Pacific working gang succeeded 
in crossing the bridge at Colton, which en- 
ables the construction train to run over @ 
comparatively clear track to within three 
miles of Yuma. Between El Rio and Yuma 
465 men are working to repair the damaged 
track and bridge, and it is expected that 
trains can run into Yuma by tomorrow 
morning. It will then require at least four 
days to clear the track to Tucson. Officials 
here confideatly expect through travel to be 
resumed by next Saturday night. Between 
El Rio and Adonde about 1200 men are now 
employed in the work of restoration. Work 
was begun last evening at driving piles for 
the New River bridge, and if all goes well 
‘the Santa Ana division will be ready for 
trains by Wednesday evening. The other 
Southern Pacific lines are ali right. 

The incoming trains. yesterday brought 
the usual number of ngers apd mail. 
The trains from San Francisco were about 
ontime. The Santa Fé overland trains 
eame in by way of Mojave and arrived at 
3:30 p.m. The eutgoing overiand will con- 
tinue toleave at 10 a. m., by the way of 
Mojave, until the track up toward Cajon 
Pass is restored to usefulness, which will 
require several days’ time yet. The South- 
ern California line is open for trains from 
Los Angeles to San Bernardino and Kiver- 
side, and from Los Augeles to Rivera only, 
on the San Diego line. It is expected to 
get through to San Diego by Thursday and 
to Barstow about the same time or a day 
jater.

Pomona (Cal.,) Feb. 26.—[{To the Ed- 
itor of Trmes.|} the salaries of 
County officers enable them to pay for 
campaign purposes from $300 to $1200 
why is it the pie do not reduce the 
salary?

We should bave a law in this State

amounts for any purpose, their election 
shall be declared invalid and other 
elections ordered. 

Acounty officer should not be per- 
mitted to pay over $0 toward his 
election expenses, this amount de- 
creasing according to the grade or pay 
‘of his office.

For greater security 
against them it would be worth while 
to employ patrolmen in times of the 
greatest danger, to look after this mat- 
ter and bring to justice those who 
would commit so great a public injury 
as to fire our mountain-sides. 


A BILL RELATING TO ASSESSORS. 


An important measure is that which 
was introduced in the Assembly by Mr. 
Cram, entitled “An Act to amend sec- 
tion 3658 of an Act Entitled ‘an Act to 
Establish a Political Code’ approved 
March 12, 1872, Relating to the Duties 
of Assessors.” 

The act providés that the assessor 
must, when directed so to do by the 
board of supervisors, in a map-book 
make a plan of the various blocks 
within any incorporated city or town, 
and mark thereon in each subdivision 
the name ofthe person to whom it is 
assessed, On or before the third Mon- 
day of July, in each year, the assessor 
must furnish such incorporated cities 
and towns within the county as shall 
make written request for the same 
on or before the tirst Monday in March 
of each year, a complete certified copy 
of his asséssment book so far as such 
assessment book pertains to property 
within the limits of said incorporated 
‘Cities and” towns. The. assessor may 
charge incorporated cities and towns 
124 cents per folio of 100 words for each 
copy of his assessment book furnished 


The assessor must, on the first Monday 
in each month, furnish all such in- 
corporated cities and towns within the 
county as shall make a written request 
for the same, a description of all per- 
sonal property, the name and address 
by street and numberof the owners, 
and assessed value of the same, when- 
ever the tax on such property is col- 
lected by him. He is allowed to 
charge cities 12 cents per folio of 100 
words for such description. 

Mayor Hazard sent a message to the 
Council yesterday, on the subject of 
this bill, recommending that the city 
make the necessary written demand 
for the copy of the assessment roll, 
which was done. 


THE TORREY BANKRUPT BILL, 


Strong efforts have been made to 
secure the passage of the Torrey Bauk- 
rupt Bill at the present session of Con- 
gress, but, so far, without success. 
Senator Dolph of Oregon recentiy gave 
the following as his opinion on the bill: 

I believe that every debtor and every 
creditor would in the long run 
by the enactment of a bankrupt law, be- 
cause failures would be fewer, dividends 
equitable, preferences prevented, and fraud 
diminished. The people in the West are 
very much interested in this legislation, be- 
cause the hazardsof business are necessa- 
rily greater in a country which is, in a 
sense, new, and in which various indus- 
tries are rapidly developing, and whose in- 
habitants are a long way from tte 
centers of trade. A failure in the new 
States works a greater wr | upon the 
person who failsthaninone of the older 
States, because in the latter the occupations 
are more diversified, and the man who fails 
can more readily secure employment in 


‘} some subordinate capacity; but in the newer 


States there is greater difficulty, and hence 
greater hardship. Itis wy belief that the 
enactment of this bill would tend to reduce 
the price of merchandise all over the coun- 
try, and particularly at the points farthest 
from the cedters of trade, because the job- 
bers and manufacturers who send goods to 
those places would be more certain of se- 
curing remuneration for them, and as a re- 
sult would be willing to sell them ata less 
peost. The commercial bodies in my State 
ave endorsed the measure, and petitions 
have been sent in asking for its passage.

THE FUNERAL CORTEGE. 
The various bodies to enter the line 
began assembling at the Square shortly 
after 1C o’clock, and as fast as they 
formed were disposed in their ap- 
pointed order along King street.

AT THE MAUSOLEUM. 

The cortége was awaited at the en- 
trance of the mausoleum by Mr. James 
W. Roberson, vice-chamberlain, and 
the undertaker, Mr. H. H. Williams. 
Just before the catafalque reached the 
spot, Col. Macfarlane and Minister 
Cummins appeared on the steps. The 
different organizations composing the 
line bad been countermarched round 
the building, and the naval battalion 
drawn upin front. As the occupants 
of the royal carriages alighted, the 
funeral chanting and wailing, that had 
been loud all along the route, broke out 
with greatly increased volume and 
vigor. Princess Poomaikelani was 
supported into the mausoleum on the 
arm of Hon. A. 8. Cleghorn, the Queen 
Dowager leaning upon Col. Macfar- 
lane, and Her Majesty the Queen hav- 


ing the aid of her consort, Hon. J. O. 
Dominis. 
As the body entered its last resting- 


place, soft minor music was played on 
the organ. The committal service was 
read by the Bishop of Honolulu, who 
with the clergy stood at the head of the 
coffin. The choir were arranged in a 
recess to the left and sang the Amens 
to the .pravyers, and concluded the ser- 
vice by rendering the hymn ‘*Now the 
Laborer’s Task is O’er.’’ The entire | 
services at the palace and mausoleum 
were in Hawaiian, with the exception 
of the last-mentioned h¥mu,which was 
in English. 

During the impressive Masonic ser- 
vices that succeeded the Anglican 
rites, the loud sobs of Chamberlain 
Macfarlane and of other distinguished 
friesids of Kalakaua mingled with the 
audibie grief of the Queens, dowager 
and regpant. ‘ 

Afterthe Mason’s bymn had died 
away, the Hale Naua Society marched 
into the building, to perform the cere- 
mony of depositing the sacred cala- 
bash on its late president’s casket. 
Atthe close of the church service, 
the United States marines outside per- 
formed, the last military honors by 
firing three volleysin the air, which 
they did in perfect unison. 

Four large kahilis were fastened up- 
right to the earth in front of the maus- 
oleum, there to remain, according to 
ancient custom, till the last shred is 
blown away. The Kalakaua emblem- 
atic torches were burning in front of the 
building throughout the ceremonies. 
Seven mammoth torches composed of 
tar barrels, were burning on the top 
of Punchbowl Mountain during the fu- 


eral. 

At 3:21 o’clock the royal party left 
the mausoleum, their appearance 
being the signal for a mighty chorus 
of dirges and wails. Long after they 
left the grounds the dismal sounds of 
grief rose from the throats of scores of 
male and female lamenters of the de- 
parted sovereign. 

THE NEW REIGN. 
At120’clock noon, Monday 16th inst., 
the U.S. Flagship Charlecton, the U. 8. 
S. Mohican, and the Hawaiian battery 
on Punchbowl fired a royal salute of 
twenty-one guns each, in honor of the 
accession of Her Majesty Liliuokalani. 
The same hour Minister Stevens, 
Admiral Brown and staff, Captains 
Remey and Shepard, and the other 
olticers of the Charleston _and Mobican 
were presented to Queen Liliuokalani 
at Iolain Palace. hé royal band and 
the household guards paid all honors to 
the occasion. 

Minister Stevens, on being presented, 
addressed Her Majesty as follows, 
according to the official report pub- 
lished in the Bulletin: 

MApDAM:—It is my official duty to 
offer to Your Majesty congratulations 
on your accession to the throne, in 
accordance with ‘the provisions of 
the constitution of your kingdom. 
Turning from the funeral scenes of 
through which we have just passed, I ad- 
dress Your Majesty words of hope as to the 
future of your reign. Standing on the 
borderland of death and the future world, 
of which we have been so solemnly re- 
minded by what has just transpired io our 
midst, and reverent towards the supreme 
God, to whem all are accountable, the min- 
ister of the United States expresses his 
earnest gratification that Your Majesty has 
taken the firm resolution to aid in mak- 
ing your reign strictly constitu- 
tional reign, to maintain the con- 
stitutional right of youf™Thinisters to ad- 
minister the laws, and always to acknowl- 
edge their responsibility to the Legislature 
in the performance of their sworn obliga- 
tions, in the wish thus to respect the su- 
reine authority of the constitution and the 
aws, Lour Majesty places yourself in the 
exalted rank of the best sovereigns of the 
worid, and thus will avoid those embarrass- 
ments and the perplexities which have so 
often disturbed the peace and cripplea the 
prosperity of countries not blessed with 


twototwo. Hence there isa critical 
deadlock.

THE MAIL SUBSIDY. 


Main Features of the as Finally 


Passed. 
WASHINGTON, March 2—/By the 
Associated Press.])<--The Postal sub- 
 gidy bill has received final action in 
Congress and now goes tothe Presi- 
dent for signature. The provisions of 


the bill are in substance as follows: 


and during 


with the lowest responsible bidders 
for terms not less than five nor more 
than ten years, with American citi- 
yzens, for carrying the mails on Ameri- 
cau steamships between points of the 
United States and such foreign 
(exclusive of Canada) as in his 
ment will best promote the postal and 
commercial interests of the United 
States mail service; to be distributed 
equally among the Atlantic, Mexican 
Gulf and Pacific ports; the vessels to 
be American-built ships owned and 
Officered by American citizens; the 
crews to ,»be composed of American 
citizens in the following proportion: 
During the first two contract years one- 
fourth, in the next three one-third, 
the remaining time at least 
one-half. The vessels muat be con- 
structed after the latest and most ap- 
proved types, divided into four classes 
as follows: First class, tron or steel 
twenty-knot vessels of not less than 
8000 tons (American-English mails to 
be carried by this class entirely;) sec- 
ond class, iron or steel fourteen-knot 
vessels of not less than 2600 tons; 
fourth class, iron, steel or wooden 
twelve-knot vessels of notless than 
1500 tons. 

The vessels of the first, second and 
third classes are to be constructed 
with particular reference to prompt 
and economical coversion into aux- 
iliary naval cruisers on plans approved 
by the Secretary of the Navy, strong 
enough to carry six-inch rifles, 
and of the highest known maratime 
rating. The compensation be paid for 
mail service is as follows: First-class, 
$4 por mile; second-class, $2 per mile 
by the shortest practicable route for 
each outward voyage; third-class $1 

r mile; fourth-class, 75 cents per mile 
or the number of miles. required by the 
postoffice department be traveled on 
each outward voyage. 

Provisions are made for deductions 
on account of omitted voyages or de- 
lays for transportation of mail; for 
each vessel to carry apprentices or 
cadets of American birth (one for each 
1000 tons;) for the use of the vessels by 
the United States as transports or 
cruisers upon payment to the owners 
of the actual value atthe time of tak- 
ing, and for the assignment to duty on 
vessels, under furlough pay, of naval 
officers who may volunteer for the ser- 
vice.

THE PACIFIC ROADS. 


PLANS FOR MAKING THEM PAY 
THEIR DEBTS. 


Huntington Issues Another Appeal 
to Congress Asking aLong Ex- 
tension of the Time of 

Payment. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senator Frye, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Pa- 
cific railroads, today reported to the 
Senate and had recommitted the bill 
for the settlement of the indebtedness 
to the Government of the Union and 
Central Pacitie Railroad Companies. 
The provisions of the bill in brief are: 
In the casé of the Union Pacific com- 
pany, an extension of the debt.of that 
company to cover aterm of 100 years, 
to bear interest for the first ten 
years at 1} percent and for the remain- 
der of the period at 2} per cent. In 
addition the company is to pay annu- 
aly a sum ranging from one-twentieth 
of 1 per cent. to 1 per cent. of its 
total indebtedness. The requirements 
in the case of the Central Pacific are 
that its debts shall be extended to 
cover 100 years, bearing interest for 
ten years at 1 per cent. and thereafter 
at 2 per cent. with a provision for ad- 
ditional paymentg,as in the case of the 
Union Pacific. .. 

P. fluntington prints a letter to 
Congress today reviewing his cunnec- 
tion with the Central lacific and the 
pending legislation on Pacific rail- 
roads. Huntington says the time is 
fast approaching when the bonds ad- 
vanced by the Government will become 
due and in case they are »ot paid it is 
possible for the Government to take 
possession of the road. He thinks it 
would not be prudent or polite for the 
Government to take this step as the 
road could now be built for less than 
the Government lien. He says the pro- 
posed bill will bring back to the & - 
ernment. all the advances made to the 
Pacific roads and give the Govérnment 
a larger interest oniits money than the 
Government would have to pay if it 
went into the market to borrow. The 
Pacific roads should get an extension 
of time to forty-four years, which is 
absolutely necessary. He promises 
that the Central Pacific would abide by 
the agreement, paying interest and 
principal semi-annually until they are 
extinguished and the. Government 
would be amply secured. 


The “‘Bee’s’’ Compromise. 

SACRAMENTO, March 2.—The differ- 
ences between the Sacramento Typo- 
graphical Union and the Evening Bee, 
which for nearly five months past 
caused a boycott of that paper on the 
part of labor organizations of the 
State, were adjusted, Friday evening, 
after three days’ conference between 
the executive committee of the union 
and the managers of the paper; but 
the basis of the settlementis just made 
known. The Bee is to reinstate the 
union force in its composing room 
April 5. Hereafter it will run as a union 
office. In unionizing its office the Bee 
is to choose such force as may be agree- 
able toit. It is conceded that the Bee 
had the right to discharge its stereo- 
typer in October, which was the imme- 
diate cause of the strike. A new 
stereotyper will be put in for a year, at 
the end of which time the present 
assistant, who for the past month has 
managed the department, is to have 
charge. He may join the union or not. 
as he may desire. Other employés of 
various departments are not in any 
way affected. ,

When in 1867 the United States 
bought Alaska, or Russian America, 
as it was then called, from the Czar, 
paying 27,200,000 for it, few citizens of 
this country had avy idea of the value 
of the purchase. Few have as yet, for

A SLEEPING 


Remarkable Lethargy of a Young Woman 
in Illinois Who Is Neafly Dead. 

- One of the strangest and most interest- 
ing cases tothe medical profession as 
well as to the people is that of Miss’ 
Grace Gridley, a pretty young lady of 
Amboy, Mls. Her singular case has 
called the attention of the medical pro- 
fession far and wide, and they have thus 
far been unable to solve the, mystery. 
Your ccrrespondent called at the home 
of the’parents at Amboy, and was met at 
the door by Mrs. Gridley, a motherty 
woman, who, when told of the errand, 
said: 

“It is very embarrassimg for us, and 
we have felt delicate in saying anything 
to strangers about our dear Grace. There 
is hardly a mail that does not bring let- 
ters of advice and inquiries from doctors 
and strangers from all over the country. 
We have asked the local papers to re- 
spect us in Our sad bereavement and say 
nothing about the matter, and they have 
respected our request, but, as you say, 
there have been reports in other papers, 
and I don’t know but that it would be 
best to have something like the facts ap- 
pear, though my husband or myself do 
not like the attention of our friends 
called to our sad trial. 

‘(trace had a severe case of la grippe 
along in February, from which we sup- 

she had fully recovered, but in 
March she had a relapse which left her 
languid. Sho was always a bright, act- 
ive child of a nervous temperament. She 
is now over 22 years of age. We first no- 
ticed that, contrary to her usual custom, 
she wanted to lie in bed in the morning, 
which gradually grew upon her until on 
the ist of April we were unable to arouse 
her. 

‘‘Medical assistance was called in, and 
not until a strong current of electricity 
had been applied did she awake. She re- 
mained awake for two days, and on the 
third we again had to resort to electrici- 
ty. She awoko with a scream, and said: 

‘[%n’t do that; it hurts me so! Mamma, 
1 don’t want to wake; Iam so comfort- 
able. I understand and know everything 


sank back in ‘that dreadful lethargy you 
find her in today. 

“Yes, sho got out of bed once. It was 

several days after the second apphewt 
tion of the battery, and we found her in 
the front parlor—her room is upstairs— 
by the window with an open Bible on 
her lap. She turned the leaves restless- 
ly, but did pot seem to read. Iam sure 
she did not know what she was doing, 
| and she did not seem to recognize mo 
when I led her back to her room. She 
seems conscious at times, and to this day 
seems to notice the presence of astranger 
in the room, as the presence of any but 
the family seems to distress her.” 

When asked if it had not been report- 
ed that the strange illness had been 
brought on by religious excitement at a 
revival, Mrs. Gridley said: ‘*There has 
been such a report, but there is no trath 
in it, though Grace is an ardent Chris- 
tian and a member of the church. She 
has not attended any revivals for a 
year, and was never unduly excited over 
religion.” 

_Miss Gridley i is slowly wasting away, 
thoug gh she is given liquid food about 
every three hours, and swallows natu- 
rally.

CITRUS FAIR PREPARATIONS. 


Postoffics Statistics for February— 
Assault by Mexicans—Edward

The famous cow case, with the city 
as plaintiff and W.T. Knight as de- 
fendant, came to an abrnpt termina- 
tion yesterday in Justice Rose’s court, 
although it looked at the beginning as 
if the proceenings would be long drawn 
out. 

The case involved a question of 
much local interest and thp public 
awaited with bated breath the out- 
It was a question of no less im- 
portance than the rightofacitizen to 
stake his cow in sullicient proximity to 


a public highway toallow the bovine 


to nibble at the grass on the thorough- 
fare. 

A long time | was spent in obtaining 
a jury satisfactory to the interested 
parties, A. R. Metcalfe, who was an 
atterney for the defendant, objected 
to the jury being summoned by the 
marshal, inasmuch as that official also 
bears the responsibilities of the pound- 
mastership. The objection was over- 
ruled. Thus the morning passed. In 
the afternoon the following gentlemen 
‘were accepted as jurors and swora in 
with due formality: John Fusbia, H. 
Moore, A. J. Heiss, J. W. Beebe, A. 
W. Roche, C. 8S. Heiser, Thomas 
Nelmes, James Bailey, A. R. Daniels, 
J. E. Parker, S. Bennett and B. Den- 
nis. City Clerk Campbell was the 
first witness. His testimony had to 
do with city ordinauce 117, which pro- 
hibits the grazing of. animals on public 
thoroughfares. City Marshal McLean 
and Constable Butterworth, from the 
rear of whose buggy Mr. Knight de- 
tached the = by which his cow was 
being led to the pound, testified as to 
the nature of the offense. 

Then the proceedings took a sudden 
turn. Mr. Metcalfe moved that the 
case be dismissed on the ground that 
ordinance 177 is unconstitutional, be- 
cause it deals with more than one sub- 
ject, which, the attorney argued, is in 
violation of the section of the Political 
Code which stipulates that no act shall 
treat of more'than one subject. Mr. 
Metcalfe’s argument was sufficiently 
convincing to make it plain to. Justice 
Rose that he was right, whereupon the 
motion was sustained and the jurors 
dismissed. 

And so ends another famous case.

THE MAIN STREET SUVICIDE. 


Death of the Old Man Last Evening— 
ts Identity Established. 

The did man who shot himself at the 
Denver House,on Main street, about 12 
o’clock Sunday night, died at the police 
station last evening about 9:15 o’clock from 
the effects of his wounds. The Coroner 
nwas notified and the body removed to Orr & 
Such’s, on Spring street, where an inquest 
will be held today. 

The case is a very peculiar one in many 
respects. When the man was taken to the 
Station an examination showed two pecu- 
liar-looking wounds on the left. breast just 
over the heart, The shirt was burned 
around the wounds, which presented a 

wder-burned appearance., The openings, 
owever, did not look like builet wounds, 
but were exactly like those made by a knife, 
and even Morrison thought the man 
had stab imself until he turned him 
partly over, when, in pursuing his examina- 
tion, a bullet was located just under the skin 
of the back. The man was unconscious 
from shock, was suffering from internal 
hemorrhage, and was apparently in a dving 
condition; in fact, the physician did not 
think he could live haifan hour. Repeated 
efforts were made to rouse the map to find 
out his mame, where he lived, etc., but 
without avail, and, after doing everything 
possible, the doctor left, fully convinced 
oom his patient bad but a short time to 
ve. 

Toward morning, however, the old man 
roused up and begantotalk. James Lewis, 
atrusty who was attedding him, speaks 
French fluently, and as soonas he heard 
the patient talking be entered into a coa- 
versation with him. To Lewis, the man 
said that his name was Jack Delidelle; that 
he was a sculptor and had been in Califor- 
nia about seven years, during the latter 

art of which time he had been working in 

acramento; that the only known relative 
was a nephew, who lived in France, and he 
had not heard from him for ten years. He 
said that despair was what tempted him to 
take his life. 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock Delidelle sent 
fer Detective Walien and: made his will, 
leaving his personal effects and $752, which 
he said he had in bank in Sacramento, to 
Wiison for his kindness in attending him, 
naming Wallin ashis executor. When Dr. 
Morrison called, Delidelle greeted him 
pleasantly, telling him to make him as easy 
as possible, saying he had no hope of get- 
ting well. 

During the afcernoon, h owever, he began 
to fail rapidly, and as evening approached, 
sank into a comatose state, from which he 
never aroused,
